-a dispensing part (5) provided with an outflow channel with an outflow 
opening, wherein the outflow channel is in communication with the 
mixing chamber, whereby the outlet valve of the air pump, which is 
adjacent to the outlet of the liquid pump, is formed by a flexible wall

2.2 Also claim 1 3 does not meet the criteria of Article 33(2) PCT because it claims a 
dispenser assembly consisting of a liquid container and the known dispenser of 
claim 1 .
